Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hickman 
et al.(#JP 06-157955). 

Hickman et al. discloses a recording liquid deposited as a liquid droplet on a 
support for printing thereon, comprising a dye (see Abstract), a solvent for dispersing 
the dye (see Abstract; [0039]), and a surfactant containing an organic compound 
([0039]), wherein said surfactant is contained in an amount not less than 0.01 wt % and 
not larger than 5 wt % ([0039]), and at 25 degree C, the surface tension is not less than 
30 N/m and not larger than 60 N/m and the viscosity is not larger than 15 mPs. S 
([0043]). They also discloses an organic compound represented by the following 
formula ([0008]):
